COLUMBUS, Ohio Ut) — Candi­ 
dates and their managers in both 
f parties complained that contribu ­ 
tions left them u nable to cam­ 
paign for Tu esday ’s election in the 
manner to which they aspired. 
Donations were too few and too 
small for elaborate appeals to 
ov ercome apparent v oter apathy , 
they insisted. 
Bu t major candidates and many 
of those for lesser offices managed 
to criss-cross the state in their 
hu nt for v otes. They made heav y 
u se of telev ision and radio pro­ 
grams. Newspaper ads, billboards, 
literatu re 
and crossroads hand­ 
shaking au gmented political rallies. 
How 
mu ch 
did

cost? 
Ohioans shou ld get a good indica­ 
tion of the answer by 4 p.m., 
Nov . 1 2. 
That is the deadline for candi­ 
dates and their committees to file 
detailed statements with the secre­ 
tary of state and cou nty election 
boards. 
Statu te requ ires candidates to list 
all 
donations 
and 
ex penditu res 
within IO day s after election. They 
can’t ex pect a certificate of elec­ 
tion u ntil they do. And withou t the 
certificate, they can’t take office. 
Most candidates and committees 
file on time bu t some delay . Al­ 
thou gh statu te sets a deadline, no 
penalty is prov ided for u nsu ccess­ 
fu l candidates who file ex pense 
statements late. 
Candidates for statewide offices 
and Congress file with the secre­ 
tary of state in Colu mbu s; district 
candidates in the most popu lou s 
cou nty of their areas and others 
in their local cou nties. 
Receipts are requ ired for all 
ex penditu res of more than $1 0. 
Statu te sets a $5,000 limit on 
campaign spending by the gov er­ 
nor and $2,500 for other electiv e 
state officials. For congressmen 
and appellate cou rt ju dges the 
ceiling is $2,000 , common pleas 
ju dge $500 and state representativ e 
$3.50. State senator candidates can 
spend u p to $300 for each cou nty 
in their districts, a sore point for 
senatorial aspirants in one-cou nty 
districts. 
Althou gh candidates themselv es 
are limited, their committees are 
not. That resu lts in heav y spending 
by committees, which also mu st 
report in detail. 
The reports shou ld go far in 
su staining or disprov ing claims of 
some candidates that their op- 
r 


ients are “shov eling” ou t money 
costly attempts to win election.

Until 
so lutio ns are av ailable, 2,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 peo ple 
will co ntinue to suffer perio dically and in 
so me fear that the g as might beco me so 
co ncentrated as to endanger tho usands o f 
liv es.

CITIZEN AND BUREAUCRAT 
As go v ernment gro ws in size and func­ 
tio n, it requires an increasing ly large 
staff. The manag erial pro blems o f a go v ­ 
ernment emplo y ing between two millio n 
and three millio n public serv ants is v ery 
different fro m the simplicities o f Tho mas 
Jefferso n’s co ncepts o f Federal adminis­ 
tratio n. A bureaucracy tends to jell into a 
self-pro tecting and self-serv ing class wThich 
so o ner o r later co mes to regard itself as 
an elite. 
Any human institutio n will include in­ 
co mpetent and wilful men and w o m e n 
who se erro rs cause disasters. A go v ern­ 
ment elite has the facilities to co v er up 
erro rs and to make it difficult fo r the citi­ 
zen and his representativ es in Co ngress to 
kno w what is being do ne with his mo ney 
o n his behalf. A co ntinuing bureaucracy 
can be mo re perilo us than the wo rst spo ils 
sy stem fro m the standpo int o f the citizen’s 
interest. 
The British recently dealt with a case o f 
this so rt which has co me do wn by the 
name o f the Crichel Do wn affair. This in­ 
v o lv ed so me farm land taken o v er fo r war 
serv ices, transferred fro m o ne g o v e r n ­ 
ment ag ency to ano ther, and then neither 
so ld no r rented to the o riginal o wners, who 
wanted their o wn land back, but was rent­ 
ed to strangers who co uld hav e no partic­ 
ular claim to it. 
The British Parliament went into t h e 
matter by appo inting a Prime Minister’s 
Co mmittee which inv estig ated tho ro ughly 
and fo und that the civ il serv ants in t h e 
Ministry o f Agriculture had acted badly . 
They had serv ed no t the citizen but a do c­ 
trinaire po sitio n. The repo rt co ntained this 
passag e which mig ht be printed and plac­ 
ed befo re ev ery American bureaucrat who 
has fo rgo tten that he is a serv ant and no t 
a master: 
‘In present times the interests o f the 
priv ate citizen are affected to a g reat ex ­ 
tent by the actio ns o f civ il serv ants. It is 
the mo re necessary that the civ il serv ant 
sho uld bear co nstantly in mind that t h e 
citizen has a right to ex pect no t o nly that 
his affairs will be dealt with effectiv ely 
and ex peditio usly but also that his perso n­ 
al feeling s no less than his rights as an in­ 
div idual will be sy mpathetically co nsider­ 
ed. We think that the admitted sho rtco m­ 
ings in this respect are the main cause o f 
such lo ss o f public co nfidence as has re­ 
sulted fro m this case.”

Be Ready For Illness

WHEN a y ou ngster is ill or in­ 
ju red, It’s his natu ral instinct to 
tu rn to his m other or father. Are 
y ou prepared to help him? 
You aren’t, u nless y ou hav e 
adequ ate first aid su pplies im ­ 
m ediately av ailable. 
People frequ ently ask me Ju st 
w hat ty pe of equ ipm ent and m a­ 
terials they shou ld hav e. 
In addition to the items I listed 
y esterday for y ou r medicine cab­ 
inet, y ou r first aid equ ipm ent 
shou ld inclu de sterile gau ze, ad ­ 
hesiv e tape, and a few small 
sticks or flat boards to serv e as 
emergency splints. A pair of 
scissors shou ld also be kept where 
they are alway s av ailable, since 
those in ev ery day u se m ight 
easily be misplaced. 
Keep All To gether 
It wou ld be best to place all the 
Items in a box set aside for first 
aid u se only . 
It is ju st as Im portant to be 
able to tre a t illnesses im m ediate­ 
ly as it is to soothe inju ries. 
So I think y ou also ou ght to 
hav e a clinical therm om eter. The 
first indication of an illness fre­ 
qu ently is a v ery sharp rise in 
tem peratu re. 
Versatile Item 
An ice bag is sometimes needed 
to redu ce swelling. 


Since h eat is often requ ired in 
cases of infection, mu scle inju ry 
and other instances, ev ery home 
shou ld hav e an electric heating 
pad or hot water bottle. Let me 
warn y ou , howev er, to apply heat 
carefu lly . 
A sy ringe or enema bag u su ally 
prov ides the gentlest and safest 
way for cleaning the intestinal 
tract, if su ch action is indicated. 
Electric Vapo rizer 
One more thing th a t m ight 
come in handy is an electric v a­ 
porizer. Inhaling steam contain­ 
ing tinctu re of benzoin or sim ilar 
m edication is one of the best 
methods of treating colds, bron­ 
chitis and other respiratory sy s­ 
tem infections.

E. D.: Will y ou please ex plain 
w hat m y asthenia grav is is? W hat 
are the sy mptoms, and is there 
any cu re? 
Answer: The cau se of m y as­ 
thenia grav is has not y et been 
discov ered, nor has a cu re for this 
condition been fou nd. There is 
weakness of the mu scles, which 
disappears 
u su ally 
after 
rest. 
Complete paralfsis m ay dev elop. 
T reatm ent with stry chnine and 
potassiu m iodide may be helpfu l 
in some instances. Absolu te rest 
is im portant, and m u scu lar fa ­ 
tigu e shou ld be av oided.

“ ou tside the committee room,” 
and that the banker agreed to 
pose .with the circu s creatu re at 
Orlando’s requ est. Most amaz­ 
ing of all, he say s that the mid­ 
get, in reality , was a male who 
asked for a cigar after Morgan 
had left the scene.

midget ou t in the corridor.”

CHANCE—I dropped my pen­ 
cil as my 
newspaper 
training 
flashed across my mind su ch 
a dream headline as 
“ Midget 
Meets Morgan.” When I reached 
the corridor, 
I 
su ggested 
the 
pu blicity possibilities to the cir­ 
cu s press agent, who w?as an u n­ 
named assistant to the late Dex ­ 
ter Fellowes. He was not Or­ 
lando. 
The press agent hesitated at 
su ch an au daciou s 
v entu re on 
Senate grou nd, bu t I persu aded 
him to make the attem pt. As we 
re-entered the cham ber, Senate 
gu ards mov ed to stop u s. Hav ing 
known them for y ears7 I pleaded 
that, “She is a friend of mine; let 
her in.” Grinning, they stepped 
aside. 
1 led the midget and the press 
agent to the head of the table 
where the Morgan partners and 
lawy ers were sitting — Morgan 
himself, T. S. Lamont, George 
Whitney , Ju niu s Morgan (son) 


and Lawy er John W Dav is. 
As the man and the midget 
started toward the grou p, I slip­ 
ped behind the press table (the 
Wall Street witnesses were sit­ 
ting with their backs to ou r tab­ 
le) so that I cou ld catch any con­ 
v ersation between, as she said, 
“ the world’s richest 
man 
and 
sm allest woman.” That was the 
reason she gav e for wanting an 
introdu ction. • • • 
AROUSED — Morgan had ob­ 
serv ed my part in the act, and 
tu rned to me as they approached 
him. 
“ Where does she come from ?” 
he asked. 
“ From the circu s,” I told him. 
A look of disqu iet crossed his 
face, and his associates tu rned 
pale green ex cept for Dav is, who 
was amu sed. Bu t when the press 
agent, now grown bolder, placed 
the midget on 
the 
financier’s 
right knee, the latter pu t his arm 
arou nd her and acted like any 
kindly bu t awkward grandfather. 
In answer to his qu estions, she 
told him that she was Ly a Graff, 
that she came from Germany , 
was 21 inches high, weighed 23 
pou nds and was 20 y ears old.

X-RAYS NOW COME TO AID 
IN DIAGNOSING PETS’ ILLS

IN PASADENA, CALIF., the owner of a consistently winning race 
horse was reconciling himself to the loss of a goodly package of money. 
The horse had developed a leg injury. The story has a happy ending, 
though. After treatm ent with a 200,000-volt X-ray therapy unit, the 
thoroughbred returned to the track to roll up more than $65,000 for 
his m aster within the next two years. 
It was just one of many Instances in which X-rays, long an indis­ 
pensable aid in the treatm ent and diagnosis of human diseases, are 
moving into the nation’s animal hospitals. 
The fluoroscope, the instrument used to X-ray millions of peoples’ 
lungs each year for tuberculosis, 
is the most commonly used X-ray 
equipment in 
the animal 
field. 
Purely a diagnostic instrument,

It can, how'ever, and on occasion 
does detect that a cat or dog has 
ulcers, in which case the finger of 
suspicion is likely to be pointed 
at the owner, who is probably not 
supplying his pet with sufficient 
affection. 


M IC H IG A N 
enjoys the distinction of being the 
first veterinary medical school to 
have a full time professor of radi­ 
ology. There, 80 large farm ani­ 
mals act as guinea pigs for the 
students. Horses, cows and pigs 
are all treated to the somewhat 
startling experience of being trans­ 
ported from one floor to another 
by means of a hydraulic lift. 
At the University of California, 
X-ray treatm ent is being relied 
upon more and more frequently In 
the care of ailing cattle and race 
horses. Cancer of the eye is not 
uncommon among white faced cat­ 
tle, and the tumorous growth has 
been effectively treated by large 
doses of X-rays. The scientists are 
also pleased with the performance 
of X-rays in their fight against 
early stages of tendonitis and ring 
bone In race horses. 


THE USE of X-ray therapy on 
animals requires a somewhat more 
cautious approach than is neces­ 
sary with humans. The equipment 
must of course be shockproof. It 
must be mounted In such a way 
that the animals can be led in for 
treatm ent and placed In position 
with a minimum amount of diffi­ 
culty.

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WASHINGTON WV-Get ready 
some real talking that may last 
till Christmas. 
The scorching campaign oratory, 
which ended with yesterday’s elec­ 
tion, may sound like giggles in a 
girls’ finishing school when com­ 
pared with what lies ahead. 
The senate now plunges into two 
of tile bitterest and perhaps the 
noisiest, wrangles of 1954. 
Starting tomorrow the Senate- 
House Atomic Energy Committee 
begins hearings on the Dixon - 
Yates proposal to feed private 
power into the lines of the Ten­ 
nessee Valley Authority (TVA). 
And on Monday the full Senate 
opens debate on the motion to cen­ 
sure Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis). Sen. 
Kerr (D-okla) predicts the Sen­ 
ate may spend the rest of the year 
arguing that one. 
Ifs an argument which may be 
interrupted for a full-blown debate 
on the power question, according to 
Sen. Langer (R-ND), chairman of 
a subcommittee which already has 
held 
some 
hearings 
on Dixon- 
Yates. 
In fact, Langer says the Mc­ 
Carthy 
censure 
problem 
m a y 
“ shrink into insignificance” when 
the Dixon-Yates dispute gets go­ 
ing. 
At this point, most forecasts indi­ 
cate 
McCarthy is going to be 
censured. No matter what the out­ 
come, the debate will serve to pull 
McCarthy out of the comparative 
oblivion In which he retired, or 
was retired, during most of the 
election campaign. 
It was pretty apparent this was 
one campaign which Republican 
party strategists wanted McCarthy 
to sit out. He had planned some 
speeches but canceled them. 
He could make good use of his 
time 
preparing 
for 
the 
debate 
ahead. It looks like a lulu. 
These past few weeks of Mc 
earthy silence were the strangest 
in his life since that night in 
February 1950 when he first got 
a grip on the headlines with his 
charges of communists in the state 
department. 
Nothing that happened afterwards 
—until this fall—kept him out of 
the headlines. He practically mono­ 
polized them last spring at the 
public hearings on his fight with 
Army officials. 
Before 
those 
hearings 
ended, 
Sne. Flanders (R - V t) demanded 
punishment for McCarthy. For a 
while that was just Plunders talk 
ing. 
Eventually, 
others 
joined 
forces with him. The Senate creat­ 
ed a special committee to consider 
censure charges. 
McCarthy made the headlines 
again, although now he seemed 
subdued, during the censure hear­ 
ings! But when those hearings end­ 
ed and the special committee rec­ 
ommended censure, McCarthy re­ 
tired into the background. 
Since his political life may be at 
stake, McCarthy can be expected 
to give the censure debate all he 
has. 
Under the Dix - Yates contract 
ordered by Eisenhower, the Atomic 
Energy Commission (A EC ) would 
buy power from that private utility 
group for delivery to the TVA at 
Memphis.

City Council Delays Next Action 
On One-Way T raff ic For Scioto 


City council at its regular meet- I 
ing Tuesday night put off a deci­ 
sion on what to do about the pro­ 
posed one-way traffic rules for a 
stretch on N. Scioto St.

I 
Hedges was questioned closely 
by Councilman Ray Cook as to how 
his veto originated, and it led to a 
wordy debate on merits of t he 
whole idea Council President Ben 
Gordon 
emphasized 
that 
signs 
would have to be posted in order 
to give the public adequate warn­ 
ing, if the “ experiment” r i d e s 
through tho veto. 
It was decided to resume discus­ 
sions on the matter at the next 
meeting. 
• • * 
IN SHARP contrast to the verbal 
maneuvering on the one-way traf­ 
fic proposal was council’s attitude 
toward an ordinance that would 
grant a pay increase to the clerk 
of city court It would boost the sal­ 
ary of Clerk Anne Caudill f r o m 
$200 a month to $225. 
The lawmakers heard 
second 
reading on the ordinance without 
making comment. The same meas­ 
ure had previously been rejected, 
but was re-introduced. 
Another old issue also came up 
again in the hassle over a petition 
to make the comer of Washington 
and Ohio streets a four-way stop. 
A petition signed by residents of 
the vicinity asks for stop signs or 
a traffic light. 
When the subject came up in 
Council’s meeting Tuesday night. 
Councilman Clarence Helvering 
suggested the matter be given 
more study, and this was agreed. 
Meanwhile, Police Chief Elmer 
Merrimaa will have a checkup 
made to chart the number of ac­ 
cidents at that particular inter­ 
section. 
Councilman George Crites, chair-, 
man of the finance 
committee, 
recommended that c o u n c i l buy 
bonds with the $35,000 in the police-

COLUMBUS, Ohio un — Candi­ 
dates and their managers in both 
L parties complained that contribu­ 
tions left them unable to cam­ 
paign for Tuesday’s election in the 
manner to which they aspired. 
Donations were too few and too 
small for elaborate appeals to 
overcome apparent voter apathy, 
they insisted. 
But major candidates and many 
of those for lesser offices managed 
to criss-cross the state in their 
hunt for votes. They made heavy 
use of television and radio pro­ 
grams. Newspaper ads, billboards, 
literature 
and crossroads hand 
shaking augmented political rallies. 
How 
much did 
it 
all cost? 
Ohioans should get a good indica­ 
tion of the answer by 4 p.m., 
Nov. 12. 
That is the deadline for cand! 
dates and their committees to file 
detailed statements with the secre­ 
tary of state and county election 
PT' boa i ds 
Statute requires candidates to list 
all 
donations 
and 
expenditures 
within IO days after election. They 
can’t expect a certificate of elec 
tion until they do. And without the 
certificate, they can’t take office. 
Most candidates and committees 
file on time but some delay. Al 
though statute sets a deadline, no 
penalty is provided for unsuccess 
ful candidates who file expense 
statements late. 
Candidates for statewide offices 
and Congress file with the secre­ 
tary of state in Columbus; district 
candidates in the most populous 
county of their areas and others 
in their local counties. 
Receipts are required for a1 
expenditures of more than $10. 
Statute sets a $5,000 limit on 
campaign spending by the gover­ 
nor and $2,500 for other elective 
state officials. For congressmen 
and 
appellate court judges the 
ceiling is $2,000, common pleas 
judge $500 and state representative 
$350. State senator candidates can 
spend up to $300 for each county 
in their districts, a sore point for 
senatorial aspirants in one-county 
districts. 
Although candidates themselves 
are limited, their committees are 
not. That results in heavy spending 
by committees, which also must 
report in detail. 
The reports should go far in 
sustaining or disproving claims of 
some candidates that their op­ 
ponents are “shoveling” out money 
in costly attempts to win election.

“you” isn’t confined to just the 
day you vote. It goes on every 
day—at both the governmental and 
private business levels. And now 
they even have big machines into 
which “you” can be pitched in the 
form of a punched card—and out 
comes a statistical appraisal of 
almost every part of your life. 
Federal slide-rule boys are busy 
telling you and your neighbors how 
many of you have jobs and how 
many haven’t. They tell you the 
average length of your work week 
and your take-home pay. They tell 
you how much it costs you to go 
on living. They tell you how much 
you make, how much you spend 
and how much you save. 
If none of this seems to fit you 
particularly, it’s just because you 
aren’t “average”—and it’s the av­ 
erage man the statistician loves. 
Federal activities along these 
lines cost you about 40 million dol­ 
lars a year. This year an addition­ 
al 25 millions will be spent on a 
census of agriculture and another 
of 
business, 
manufactures 
and 
mineral industries. Some 10.000 
persons are employed to gather 
and process statistics. 
The 65 million dollars to be 
spent this year, however, is less 
than half of the total the govern­ 
ment spends in a single day (175 
million) on all its activities. 
About the only statistic that 
hasn’t been recorded is what busi­ 
ness spends on gathering statistics 


j for itself. However, the Institute 
of Life Insurance 'points out that 
the A rn e r i c a n Statistical Assn. 
numbers about 6,000 members, The 
American Economic Assn. 7,500, 
the Society of Actuaries 1,500, and 
the American Finance Assn.

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NOVEMBER STILLNESS 
IT IS GOOD to walk in the woods in Oc­ 
tober when the trees are flaunting their 
autumnal glory. It is good, too, in a dif­ 
ferent way, to go some weeks later when 
most of the brightest leaves have fallen and 
those still on the bough are fading to dull 
red, bronze, russet. For then there is beau­ 
ty enough and there is something more. 
A cloudless day, with no wind or only a 
little breeze blowing, is best for a wood­ 
land walk in November. On such a day the 
air is cool while the sun lies with gentle 
warmth on the shoulders. The dry leaves 
are thick along the path; rustling underfoot 
they send up a fragrance pungent a n d 
sweet. The light, sifting through the color­ 
ed canopy above, glows like a thin flame. 
In it the trunks of the trees, and the trac­ 
ery of their branches, stand out sharp and 
clear. 
It may be that a squirrel will go racing 
up a tree and sit scolding the intruder who 
has disturbed his labors. Or a crow may 
rise with protesting caws. But stand still 
and there will come a silence unmarred by 
any sound. Nothing will move, unless a 
loaf falls slowly down. Here is peace, deep, 
perfect. 
And yet it is not the peace of death. The 
woods are only going to sleep. The seasons 
are changing and the time of waiting is be­ 
ginning. Somehow there is a sense of ex­ 
pectancy in the stillness, as if the youngest 
seedling knows that it will wake once more. 
Slowly the old earth is tilting her northern 
hemisphere further from the sun—but will 
tilt it back again. 


SMOG 
RAPID GROWTH of urban localities is 
accompanied by many drawbacks, as Los 
Angeles is discovering. The California 
metropolis has vaulted in a few years to a 
position challenging Philadelphia as t h e 
country’s third largest city. 
Los Angeles has been plagued off and on 
for several years by smog, apparently or­ 
iginating from gases released by expand­ 
ing industry. One source is petroleum gas 
residue from refineries and from the met­ 
ropolitan area’s 
2|B00,000 
automobiles. 
Smog is a choking atmospheric pall which 
reduces visibility, irritates eyes, nose and 
throat and may result fatally to patients 
with heart and respiratory ailments. 
No one knows what to do about it. Until 
solutions are available, 2,000,000 people 
will continue to suffer periodically and in 
some fear that the gas might become so 
concentrated as to endanger thousands of 
lives.

These Days

CITIZEN AND BUREAUCRAT 
As government grows in size and func­ 
tion, it requires an increasingly large 
staff. The managerial problems of a gov­ 
ernment employing between two million 
and three million public servants is very 
different from the simplicities of Thomas 
Jefferson’s concepts of Federal adminis­ 
tration. A bureaucracy tends to jell into a 
self-protecting and self-serving class which 
sooner or later comes to regard itself as 
an elite. 
Any human institution will include in­ 
competent and wilful men and w o m e n 
whose errors cause disasters. A govern­ 
ment elite has the facilities to cover up 
errors and to make it difficult for the citi­ 
zen and his representatives in Congress to 
know what is being done with his money 
on his behalf. A continuing bureaucracy 
can be more perilous than the worst spoils 
system from the standpoint of the citizen’s 
interest. 
The British recently dealt with a case of 
this sort which has come down by the 
name of the Crichel Down affair. This in­ 
volved some farm land token over for war 
services, transferred from one g o v e r n ­ 
ment agency to another, and then neither 
sold nor rented to the original owners, who 
wanted their own land back, but was rent­ 
ed to strangers who could have no partic­ 
ular claim to it. 
The British Parliament went into t h e 
matter by appointing a Prime Minister’s 
Committee which investigated thoroughly 
and found that the civil servants in t h e 
Ministry of Agriculture had acted badly. 
They had served not the citizen but a doc­ 
trinaire position. The report contained this 
passage which might be printed and plac­ 
ed before every American bureaucrat who 
has forgotten that he is a servant and not 
a master: 
“In present times the interests of the 
private citizen are affected to a great ex­ 
tent by the actions of civil servants. It is 
the more necessary that the civil servant 
should bear constantly in mind that t h e 
citizen has a right to expect not only that 
his affairs will be dealt with effectively 
and expeditiously but also that his person­ 
al feelings no less than his rights as an in­ 
dividual will be sympathetically consider­ 
ed. We think that the admitted shortcom­ 
ings in this respect are the main cause of 
such loss of public confidence as has re­ 
sulted from this case.” 
Anyone who has had his affairs inspect­ 
ed by the income tax bureaucrat knows 
that it is cheaper not to fuss than to stand 
up for his judgment. Similarly, those who 
have to wait hours on a dock or at an air­ 
field for a customs man to admit that the 
inspected person is honest, must realize 
that these men most often are really de­ 
fending their jobs, lf the inspectors find no 
smugglers, they are suspected by t h e i r 
boss of being in collusion with them to de­ 
prive the government of its lawful but not 
always just due. 
A foreigner, coming into this country, 
must assure our government that she is 
neither insane nor a prostitute. The ques­

Be Ready For Illness

WHEN a youngster is 111 or in ­ 
jured, it’s his natural instinct to 
tu rn to his m other or father. Are 
you prepared to help him? 
You aren ’t, unless you have 
adequate first aid supplies im ­ 
mediately available. 
People frequently ask me Just 
w hat type of equipment and m a­ 
terials they should have. 
In addition to the items I listed 
yesterday for your medicine cab­ 
inet, your first aid equipm ent 
should Include sterile gauze, a d ­ 
hesive tape, and a few small 
sticks or fiat boards to serve as 
emergency splints. A pair of 
scissors should also be kept where 
they are always available, since 
those in everyday use m ight 
easily be misplaced. 
Keep All Together 
It would be best to place all the 
Items In a box set aside for first 
ald use only. 
It is Just as Im portant to be 
able to tre a t illnesses im m ediate­ 
ly as it is to soothe Injuries. 
So I think you also ought to 
have a clinical therm om eter. The 
first indication of an illness fre­ 
quently Is a very sharp rise In 
tem perature. 


V ersatile Item 
An Ice bag Is sometimes needed 
to reduce swelling. 


Since h eat is often required In 
cases of infection, muscle injury 
and other instances, every home 
should have an electric heating 
pad or hot w ater bottle. Let me 
w arn you, however, to apply heat 
carefully. 
A syringe or enema bag usually 
provides the gentlest and safest 
way for cleaning the intestinal 
tract, if such action is Indicated. 
Electric V aporizer 
One more thing th a t m ight 
come in handy is an electric va­ 
porizer. Inhaling steam contain­ 
ing tincture of benzoin or sim ilar 
m edication is one of the best 
m ethods of treating colds, bron­ 
chitis and other respiratory sys­ 
tem infections. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
E. D.: Will you please explain 
w hat m yasthenia gravis Is? W hat 
are the symptoms, and Is there 
any cure? 
Answer: The cause of myas­ 
thenia gravis has not yet been 
discovered, nor has a cure for this 
condition been found. There Is 
weakness of the muscles, which

usually 
after 
rest. 
Complete paralfsis may develop. 
T reatm ent with strychnine and 
potassium iodide may be helpful 
in some instances.

John Philip Sousa’s Genius Recalled 
On Centennary of Composer’s Birth 


By M. I. BYRNE

JOHN PHILIP SOUSA, a musi­ 
cian and composer who has thrilled 
more Americans with his music 
than have all the movie stars and 
athletic heroes combined, would 
have been IOO years old this Nov. 
6, had he lived. 
The “March King”—an official 
title given him by an English band 
music journal long before his death 
March 6. 1932, Sousa was really 
the “March King of Kings’’—for 
no one has composed, or probably 
ever will, so many stirring march­ 
es as did this truly great Ameri­ 
can. 
In all, Sousa composed some IOO 
marches. Many of these will live 
in the hearts of his fellow Ameri­ 
cans for generations to come. His 
incomparable Stars and Stripes 
Forever tops them all, though his 
splendid 
Semper 
Fidelis 
alone 
would have made him world fa­ 
mous. 
Millions of Americans have also 
thrilled to Sousa's High School 
Cadets, Liberty Bell, The Wash­ 
ington Post and El Capitan march­ 
es. His Imperial Edward added to 
his luster among European ad­ 
mirers. 
• • 
• 
SOUSA’S ABILITY to create a 
furring march at what seemed any 
occasion was truly amazing. He 
composed the Black Horse Troop 
march in honor of the Cleveland 
mounted police—result of a two- 
month band concert engagement 
in that city. Tills is a fine example. 
What many admiring Americans 
do not know is that Sousa also 
composed some delightful comic 
operas and many songs. Among 
the operatic compositions 
were 
Queen of Hearts, Chris and the 
Wonderful Lamp, The Charlatan, 
The Mystical Miss, the Bride Elect, 
The American Maid, Desiree, The 
Smugglers,' El Capitan, Desiree and 
The Glass Blowers. 
Sousa also wrote a fine sym­ 
phonic poem, The Chariot Race, its 
Inspiration being Gen. Lew Wal­ 
lace’s Immortal Ben Hut story. 
Like many other men of genius 
Sousa’s talents entered fields other 
than that in which he gained im­ 
mortality. He had two novels to 
his credit, Pipetown Bandy and 
The Fifth String. His autobiogra­ 
phy Marching Along appeared in 
1928, four years before his death.

The governments of Great Britain, 
France and Belgium awarded him 
with decorations.

Miami also is unbeaten and un­ 
tied. 
“We now are only worried about 
the conference leader we’re facing 
this week, Arizona State,” Gillman 
said today. 
“Then we’ll worry 
about the next one.” 
His Bearcats are one of seven 
major unbeaten, united teams in 
the country and are ranked No. 13 
in the current Associated Press 
poll. He says he’s not superstitious 
about the number. 
“Our team, as far as victories 
arc concerned, is a success,” he 
told a reporter. “ But we have a 
long way to go. We’re not a real 
good football team yet, although 
things may be popping soon. Our 
football has been spasmodic, up 
one week, down the next.” 
Cincinnati has beaten Detroit, 
Dayton, Tulsa, Marquette, Hardin- 
Simmons, city rival Xavier, and 
College of the Pacific. It yielded 


no first downs to Xavier, which 
then went on to upset Boston Col­ 
lege. 
What’s the strategy? 
He uses two squads, the “ bear” 
and the “cat.” The Bears, stronger 
of the units, generally work the 
first and third quarters. The Cats, 
laden with nine sophomores, start 
the second and fourth. If he’s 
pressed, Gillman keeps the Bears 
on the field. 
This two-platoon system wears 
down the opposition in the first 
half. Then in the dressing room at 
halftime, Gillman pinpoints the op­ 
position’s weak spots with smart 
offensive playmaking. The club 
picks up its yardage and points in 
the last two periods. 
Providing offensive punch are 
Captain Dick Goist, a deceptive 
halfback; quarterback Mike Mur­ 
phy, who can usually come up with 
the play that will add the necessary 
three yards, and Joe Miller, a 
bucking fullback. 
But the mastermind is the 43- 
year-old Gillman. His record of 80 
victories, 17 losses and 2 ties as 
a head football coach is second in 
the country only to Bud Wilkinson 
of Oklahoma. Both teams own the 
current longest victory streak, 15 
straight. 
Gillman refuses to single out any 
player for praise. 
“This is as smart of group of 
boys I’ve ever coached,” he said.
